For many years he operated a 
successful pizza parlor, which he still owns and which has been 
in continual operation ■ since 1968.

Regarding his appearances in court, DRISHTI stated that 
the judge was a gentleman, that the Assistant U. S. Attorney did 
his job, and he holds no ill will against these individuals. 

He is of the belief that his defense attorney, now fired, -was 
"not good". He fears for his safety and is shocked that anyone 
would indicate he is a- violent person or intent upon causing 
the -death of any person. Regarding his sentencing judge, DRISHTI 
stated, "God bless him, he should live 150 years." He stated 
that on April 4, 1985, he telephoned his wife and arranged for 
her to personally contact the sentencing judge appealing for 
his release on bail. DRISHTI stated that the judge knows that 
he is innocent arid that he was convicted on the word of two 
incarcerated criminals who lied. 

He denied absolutely and emotionally that he was 
involved in any criminal activity. DRISHTI was in tears and 
much weeping and wailing was heard. He advised that he has 
lived in the same location in New Jersey for 18 years and that 
he did not come to America to be a criminal. He is not of a 
mind and has made no story which would cause anyone to believe 
he is intent upon the death of anyone * He .is shocked- that 
anyone would indicate him capable of such an act and stated 
that the FBI ' s sources regarding these allegations are bearing 
false witness.
